When Men of the beft Parts happen to 
be embark d in the Defence of a bad Cauſe, 
what weak wooden Work do they make of 
it?

Let 
any Man but ask a famous Grator of our 
Law, how he was putto it orice to defend a 
Higb- Flying Cauſe at the Bar of the Houſe 
of Lords, where a new Sacramental Teſt 
was attempted oa the Subjects of Cling ?
